popular support. 1t is, no doubt, quite true
thet the only legal result of the war which tho
Democrats have aocepted with a good grace is
emancipation. Of every other they are ready,
or at least a considerable portion of them, to
get rid if they can; and it is also trne tha!
their suceess in getting rid of them would be
a tremendons calamity. But then it is a
great mistake, we think, to suppose that
they hope all they wish, or that the policy
with which they will go hefore the conntry in
the next campaign will sontain all, or indeed
more than & very small part, of their aspira-
tions. They know perfectly well that to win
they miust either seonre a division of the Iis-
publican party or draw off a considerable
number of Republican votes, or frame a plat-
form that will contsin nothing to rouse lie-
publicans from their present lethargy: and
there is not a particle of reason for believing
that any Republican has the slightest desire
‘to see anything undone that the war has done
by way of legislation, or believes in the pos-
gibility of undoing it, In fact, if the Demo-
crats wanted to hit upon a plan of rousing
the old war enthusiasm and ensuring their
utter and irretrievable defeat, they could not
do a better thing than get up and declare their
intention of opening up all the questions
which Congressand the army have, during the

last ten years, been engaged in settling, and they |

know this as well as auybody. They know
that the country is sick of the reconstruction
business and wants to have done with i, and
that the attempt of the Iepublican majority
in Congress to prolong the controversy over
it has, perhaps, injured the party as much as
anything; that what the people craves is
“‘now issues;” and that, therefore, any party
which took the field with nothing bletter to
offer than a bundle of old ones would be
beaten before it got into line. The rant of
Mr. Richard O Gorman, at the Jndiciary
Convention, about the need of political
judges, and the acceptance by the World of
the ring candidates, on which Hurper's
Weekly comments, are one thing; a platform
drawn up by Mr, O'Gorman snd the editor of
the World for adoptien by a national eonven.-
tion would be another thing, as we shall seo
il they should ever be called un to frame one,

What has bronght the Republican party
into its present difliculties and has made its
future look so doubtful, is this tendeucy to
rely on the badness of the Democratic party
as a4 sufficient substitute for a positive policy

of its own. There conld not be a grester
mistake. No party, no matter what its past

services, can hope to remain longer in power
on the und that it is the less of two evils,
or that if it is turned out something dreadfnl
will happen. The country will bear with this
for a while; but an attempt is sure to be
made before long to discuver a middle way
out of the difficulty—thai is, to create a party
which, while supplying security, will also
supply progress, In other words, if the Re-
nblicin party e¢an do nothing more than
eep the Democrats out of offies, the country
will look about for somebody that ean kesp
the Democrats out of office and do a few odd
joba of reform besides. A majority in power
cannot confine itself to standing guard over
its conqguests; it must march and make
orders. People do not believe thet every
thing that needs be done to secure the fruits
of the war has been done by the three amend-
ments to the Constatution, or that the war,
besides doing muoch good, hus left behind no
evils which need imwmwediate removal. The
condition of the cwrrency is an evil: the
condition of the public debl is an evil; the
weight of taxation is an evil; the state of the
civil service is an evil; the lariff is an evil;
aud all are ovils resulting dirselly or indi-
rectly from the war. and they affect not only
the comfort and happiness of évery man,
woman, and child in Sxe community, but the
honor and purity and efficiency of the Gov.
ernment, *‘The revenne of the State,” says
Burke, *‘is the State. In effect, all depends
on it, whether for support or for reformation,
A Asall greas qnalities of mind which
and passive require force for their display —!
bad almost said, for the nuegnivoceal exist-
ence—the revenne, which is the spring of all
power, becomes in its administrabion the
aphere of every active virtue. . . . Through
the revenue alone ean the body politic ever aot
in its true genins and character, end therefore
it will display just as mueh of its colleotive
virtue, and as mush of that virtue whioh way
characterize those who move it and are, as it
were, ita life and guiding priveiple, as it is
possessed of a just revenue.” The revenue
and the mode of raising and collecting it
Lave been during the past winter the two
great qnestions before Congress, and the
majority has totally failed in its attempts to
deal with them. The civil servies, or the

machinery for collecting snd disbursiny i, it |

has, indeed, openly refused to tonch at ull. It
bas put forward only one or twe men who
bave shown either the knowledge or the
arodl or the eourage to deal with financial
blls which were only prevented from bein

unful by being ladicrous. The one goo
rhing it bas done for the finances—the ap-

tricated, lesving the individual sufferers to
suck their thumbs; and with regard to Cuaba,
it has taken neither good flibustering
ground nor good legal gronnd, and, while not
supporting the Adwninistration, has recoiled
from prosoribing any change of polioy. It
has purchased Alaska and then refused to
nmrohase St. Thomas, afted the Ixscutive
lmul gtruck a bargain for it, leaviug the world
in some doubl as to what its views about ex-
pansion are. In short, the main elaim of the
present Congress to popular gratitude con-
pints in it greater freedom from corruption
than pome of its prodecessors, in spite of the
wor element it has recsived from the Sonth;
lmt Lere agnin ita virtues have bean of the
negative order, which in a party in power are
only one degree betler than vices

We are sorry to say all this, because wo
heartily agree with all that we hear abont the
inferiority of the Demoeratic parly: but the
conntry can never be persnaded very long to
content itselil with a govermment wlich
simply refraius from doing evil, and keops
out worse men; sud it is time the majority
in Congress were made to understand olearly
that their performances are far from giving
satisfaction, Plain speaking on jthe subject
is all the more necessury beounse a good
meny of the Ilepublican politicians are just
now going about trying te cover np their own
shortcomings by sayving “that Graot’s admin.
istration is a failure;” evidently with a view
of making this proposition do duly as an ex-
planation of the rebuils the purty 18 meeting
with in various paris of the conntry. What the
administration has feiled in, exeepl in dis-
tributing offices to the satisfaction of politi-
ciang, we have never yot hoard explainad, and
do not expect to bear, [ts great mistake in
this, bowever. has lain in its {rying to mixuap
two totally different principles of selsotion—
that of werit and party requirements. The
resnlt has unguestionably beon nnfortunate,
but small blawe to the President.

FUNDING THE DEBT,

The Committes of Ways and Means have
done the nest best thing to totally rejecting
the funding proposition, which the Senate
sanctioned 1n & most objectionable shape, by
l]l—l-.'lrtiitij.{ the iden of I'Ullslr;i!r.f!r'j.’ conver-
sion as against the national banks, ‘“They
have also refused to senction the projected
system of foreign agencies, and bave limited
the new 1ssue of bonds toa single rate—four
per cent.  This is perbaps the nearest practi-
cable approuch, considering the persistency
with which My, Bourwell has }u]hllnli hiv
fuvorite scheme, Lo acquiescence in the
course which the 7imes has from the first
waintained. For it ecannot be supposed that
a four per cent., boud, notwithstanding its
exemption frow taxation, has at present the
remotest chanes of snecess in the market.
No holder of the present six per cents, which
are equally fres irom taxes, will wvoluntarily
surrender them in exehangs for a seourity
yielding two per cent. less, And neither
brauch of Congress kas given the slightest
sanction to coercion as a mweans to be em-
ployed for the advancement of the fanding
process. In this respect, a scrupulous re-
gard has been shown for everything afYecting
the immviclsbility of the publie eradit,

The desirebliness of funding the debt, at
the proper time, 18 undenioble. The conve-
nience of the Government and the interests
of the tax-pavers would both be consulted by
the issue of u siugle class of securities at o
rale of interest lower than the present. Upon
this point there is no difference of opinion.
The debatable question 18 as to the time and
order of the change.

PULPITS AT AUCTION.

Our secular as well as religious readers will
doubtless take an interest in a queer dispute
| that i8 going on mmong our English gonsins
| in Parliament, as it affords a suflicient index

to the state not only of pisty bat civilization
Weo sll know that the duty
of eonveying the bread of life to perishing
gonls has ordiparily in England been com-
witted to the hands of the third sons of
families among the gentry; the Lord's service
| being lucrative, aud only less respectable in
| public estesm than thal of the King, for
| which the second son was destined, or the

keeping ut' the family vame and estates,
| for whkich highest duty the heir was provi-
dentially born.  Matters being thus plea-
suntly arrapged, no diffienlty usually has
occmired. When io case the third son failed

to be born, the Charch, with the human
beings who came there to know what they
should do to ke saved, was handed over for
instruetion to any penniless cousin or stran-
ger who conld quietly pay a quid pro gue for
the place. It was exgedmnl. that the recipient
of the favor should be a gentleman and an
agreeable visitor at the Hall; and if no tongne
of fire sat upon his head, or rushing, mighty
wind from heaven filled the place where he
spake, it was rather a eause for congratula-
tion. Such things doubtless suited Apostolio
times, but would be rather owtre now-a-days,
sand out of place in a society whose oreed, as
Emerson says, is “B‘V taste ye are saved.”
Lately, however, gentlemen with livings in
their gift, the incumbents of which were
creeping near their graves from old age or

dikense, have made a practice of ad-
vertising the sales of next presegta-
tions in The  Heelesiastioal — Gazelte,

which serves as the Bishop's official organ,
urging young men of means to invest in this
muanner, grading the price by the probabla
chances of the incumbent’s early death, and
mentioning also as additional inducements to
undertake the service of God at such and
such places, and drawing of souls to Christ,
the modern conveniences of the parsonage,
its nearness to good game preserves or a
trout stream on the glebe land. The adver-
tisements might have been written by Mrs.
Jarley herself. ““Walk up, gentlemen. The
duty’s very light and genteel, the company
particularly select, There is none of your
open-air wagrancy here; there is no tarpan-
lin or sawdust, Remember that the price of
admission is only sixpence, and the opportu-
nity may never econr again.”

Now a certain Mr, Cross in the House of
Commons had a vague remembrance of other
servante of the same master, who undertook
long ago to preach to hungry sonls His glad
tidings of great joy. There were no advow-
sons in that case; no dead men's shoes to
wait for; instead of trout streams and packs
of bounds, he remembered that they were
beaten with rods, they worked in hunger and
thirst, in cold and nakedness, until a cross or
the stanke ended all.
old-fashioned and low-bred notions of Christi-
anity, has brought in a bill to peremptorily

The Saturday Review settles the question
with an amusing complacency. If the prac-
tice of the English gentry and Christianity
differ, it has little doubt as to which party
ought properly to go nnder. ‘‘These are not
Apostolic days, and our clerical coat,” it says,
“ought to be adapted to eur social cloth.”
The Rerview then brings the **Church of
Christ” up to the bar, and condescends to in-
struct it as to its proper place in society, very
much in the manner of Dogberry with the
watch. It is true, it concedes loftily that
there are great scandals in the giving of
patronage, but it should be remembered that
these matters eoncern the nobility and gentry
of England. *“If Christianity cannot adapt
itself to society asit is, it forfeits ita imposing
claim to be an institution for ail times and
conditions of the world.” “God’s a good
man,” says Dogberry. ‘“But an two men
ride of a horse, one must ride behind.”
So  ludicrous a position in a journal
which professes to represent the most
cultured and foremost thought in England
will astonish and amuse our primitive Ameri-
can churches. They verge perhaps to the
other extreme. Outside of the great city con-
gregations the laborer in spiritual fields is
thought worthy of such exceedingly small
kire that it would be better to pay him noth-
ing at all and give him the credit of working
for the glory of God. So low are the average
anlaries of most clergymen that almost all
the churches provide lweneﬁciary fands for
superannuated ministers for their widows and
orphans, a course which to secular eyes ap-
pears both nnjust and impolitie. A clergy-
man has the same human nature as a lawyer
or a blacksmith, and will give his best work
when free from pecuniary anxiety and con-
gcious that he is to be paid a fair living price,
and that neither he nor his children will be-
come paupers. The Presbyterian General
Assembly last week, among its other good
works, set about righting this error in its
limits. 'There is a wide gullf in this matter
between the practice of our churches and the
English laity, and nothing but sound com-
mon sense and pure Christianity can bridge
it over.

THE UNITED STATES IN THE EAST,
From the N, Y. World.

It is by no means creditable to the Senate
that it should not have imposed the check of
its anthority npon President Grant's trifling
with our diplomatic service, by suspending,
for a time at least, his recent appointment of
an unknown Pennsylvanian attorney to super-
sede Mr. Morris in the post of American
Minister at Constantinople. The name of
Mr. MeVeigh, son-in-law of Senator Cameron,
with whom the President has just been en-
joying the agreeable sport of trout-fishing,
was sent into the Benate on Saturday morn-
ing, and on Saturday afternoon Mr. MoVeigh
was confirmed as our Envoy near the Sublime
Paorte,

The best thing that can be ho for now
is that, ns Mr. MoVeigh is probably ignorant,
wa vill not say of the Bemitic tongues enly,
but of the Western languagss also most
use in the Levant, he may play the compara-
tively harmless part of a mute outside of the
harem in Stamboul, Mr. Brown, the accom-
plished dragoman and Secretary of our Lega-
tion in Turkey, is likely, we presume, to be
retained in the post which he has filled so
respeotably; and while he remains at Constan-
tinople the United States Government may at
least be saved from getting itself ignorantly
and absurdly complicated in the gerous
whirl of Eastern affairs.

the Levant. But not the less for this will the
atmosphere of Constantinopfle continue to be
full of peril for inexperienced American di-
plomatists, eager to get their fingers into fas-
cinating pilafs of gloro, if not into promising
pies of gain. The Levant is now as it was
when the word ““Levanter” first came into use
to designate a seamp who quitted his conntry
for his conuntry's good, a kind of Texas of
Europe, Thither flock in all times, and
particularly in times so0 voleanic and
troublonus as our own, all sorta of ad-
venturers from all sorts of lands. There the
restless diplomacy of Northern and Western
Eurepe is ceaselessly at work seeking to
profit by old difficulties or to invent new
ones., Now that the importance of the United
States is more clearly recognized than it had
ever been before, American envoys in Turkey
will certainly find themselves exposed to
seductions and solicitations which it greatly
concerns our national character, if not onr
pational welfare, that they should be able
wisely to measure, to understand, and to
evade. It is a beautifal illustration, is it not,
of the working of popular institutions that a
post involving such perils and demanding
snuch qnualifications can be tossed over a
dinner-table by a trout-fishing President to
Lis trout-fishing host as carelessly as duke-
doms and margnisates were lavished of old
by kings born in the purple upon the nephews
of their ministers or the cousins of their
mistresses ?

HON. WM. D. KELLEY.
From the Mineraviils Journal.

As the time approaches for the Congres-
sional nominating conventions to assemble to
present candidates at the ensuing fall elec-
tion, it becomes more apparent that in many
districts of the State efforts will be made to
name new men as representatives., This de-
gire for a change is often based npon good
and substantial reasons, partienlarly where
members bave proved derelict in their duties
to the people, bt sometimes it arises from
no higher or better motive than the ambition
of aspiring politicians anxious for the place,
assisted by disappointed office-hunters who
hope in a new deal to further their own inte-
rests,

When a Representative against whom op-
position is made is one whose reputation and
usefuluness are confined to the limits and
wants of his own distriet, it is only a matter
of local interest, with which outsiders have
little or ne right to meddle; but when the
man attempted to be stricken down is one
whose political record is the property of the
whole country, whose labors, talents, and
statesmanship are appreciated and valuable
to great interests, not confined by the narrow
limits of district or even State lines, it be-
comes not only the right but the duty of
independent men and jeurnals to s out
in his defense, and labor to uphold him,

This is not only a duty that generosity
owes for valuable services rendered in the
past, but is a duty that the future demands
for important and vital interests that tower
above mere personal or individoal considera-
tions.

We are led to make these observations in
view of a rumored attempt being made to
prevent the renomination of Judge Kelley,
representing at present the Fourth distriet of
this State.

It is very much to be doubted whather the
Judge is at all anxious for a renomination in
view of the arduous labors and anxieties of
his position. It cannot, however, be doubted
for one moment thatit would be a very
grave error in his constituents, and a very
serious loss to the State and country at large,
if he should not be returned te the Forty-
second Congress,

Although Judge Kelley has done as much
and perhaps more for his immediate constitn-
ents than any other of the Congressmen from
Pennsylvania, yet his labors are not confined
within so parrow a limit. He stands to-day
the most thoroughly posted, vigilant, able
and ready defender of our great industrial in-
terests that this Btate has at Washington, and,
indeed, it is to be doubted if any Bog?nnta-
tive from any State in the lower House ig
more able to cope in general or detail with
the paid defenders of British free trade,
whose ability and bribery are the great stum-
bling blocks at present in the way of the
nation's prosperity. Jndge Kelley has not
only been a consistent advocats and defender
of our Republican faith, but has been an ac-
knowledged leader of the party since its
organization. He has sometimes been far in
advance, ar.d doubtful councils feared to fol-
low him and the lamented Stevens, but in
the end the course they marked out has been
adopted, and their principles and views are
the foundation stones upos which the party
rests in trinmph to-day.

His labors, talents, and fame are the com.-
mon property of the Republican party. To
strike him down in the very height of his
usefulness would not only be a great folly,
but an unpardonable erime.

If we narrow the guestion down to the
limits of his own district, who can the Re-
publicans therein select to represent thein
who will combine so much experience, ability,
and power to promote their hest interests as
this gentleman, whose name is a household
word in every section of our country ?
